BRITISH RESPONSIBILITY FOR FOOD SHORTAGE 

If there is a real food shortatfe, a very larjfe share of 
the blame must be placed upon the British Government. 
CunKressmen said it would be unfair to deny liquor to Amer¬ 
icans and continue sending grain abroad for the British 
to turn into liquor. So the beer men had both their way in 
this country and in England. The British phase of it is 
tints related editorially in the London Daily News; 

The government has come to its great decision: it has 
given its reply to the greatest moral crusade of our time. 

It had to decide whether it would follow the king in Lord 
Kitchner’s way to victory, Ijy stopping drink to win the war, 
or whether it would bow down once more to the enemy 
which Mr. Lloyd George says is greater than Germany, and 
worse than all submaiines; and it has decided to surrender. 

\\ e are to have more racing and more beer. 

That is the reply of the government, not only to this 
country, but to those American papers which are asking 
bitterly why they should stop the waste of grain in their 
country to send it to be wasted here. America may well 
be thanked that her troops are taken direct to France in¬ 
stead of landing here; she has made it a crime to give alco¬ 
hol to any American soldier from end to end of the United 
States, and is well spared the horrors of our drinking camps. 
But what will she say when she sees her precious grain, the 
grains of corn upon which human liberty depends, brought 
over here at the cost of her sailors’ lives, to oe handed over 
for brewers to destroy‘f 

Captain Bathurst has told us that we must save every 
crumb of food we have, for if our margin fails there may be 
a position of grave national danger next March. Ask the 
farmers of Kent what they think about the crops, and they 
Will tell you they are anxious. But what does it matter? 
The British government has decided that beer stands first, 
and bread stands second. “Only a man out of his senses 
would sacrifice breed for beer,” Mr. Lloyd (Jeorge said the 
other day, but within a week the thing is done, and the 
whirligig of ixilitics goes round and round. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

FINANCING THE WAR 

Tlie United States is financing itself in this war by- 
loans and taxes. It obtains funds from the people, some 
by taxation and some by the sale of bonds, and then it 
goes into the markets and buys from the people what it 
needs. The iHtople supply the Government witli money and 
the Government with this money buys from the people 
what it needs for the war. 

There are three sources from whicli the United States 
can draw the sinews of war. First is the fixed property of 
the nation. This repre.sents our farms, factories, mines, 
railways, and all other property, including accumulated sav¬ 
ings. From the corpus or body of none of these, except 
the accumulated savings, will the government obtain war 
funds, and even from the accumulated savings it will draw 
in relatively small portion. 

These accumulated savings are invested in industries 
and business whicli are necessary to the country’s welfare 
and prosperity and it is only that portion of these savings 
which are seeking investment that the government will 
receive in exchange for bonds. 

War Wealth 

The second and great source from which the govern¬ 
ment is to derive its war fund is the wealth produced dur¬ 
ing the war. Part of this it will obtain by taxation and 
part in exchange for bonds. The annual production of the 
United States, from its farms, mines, factories, and other 
sources, amounts to fifty billion dollars a year and out of tins 
fifty billion dollars will come the funds, part irom ta.\es and 
part from tlie sale of bonds, with which the United States 
will finance it.self during the war. 

By taxation this generation will pay its portion of the 
cost of the war. By the sale of bonds the next generation 
is called upoirto pay its ixn tion, and this last portion will oe 
paid from the wealth production after the war. 

Using the Increment 

By this method the capital of the country, its sources 
of income and wealth, are unimparied. It is only the yearly 
increment of this propen ty that is called upon to bear a 
portion of the cost of the yar. What the government re¬ 
ceives it receives from the people without impairing the 
sources of wealth of the country, and passes it back to the 
Iteople in exclumge for the productions of the country. It 
is in this way only a shifting of credits. 

'I'he government collects the current taxes and by 
means of bonds anticipates taxes of the years to come, and 
all the money thus acquired passes back into the hands of 
the taxpayers. This is why governments that follow sound 
economic methods not only are not impoverished by wars 
but sometimes emerge the stronger, its England did after 
the Napoleonic wai’s and the United States after the Civil 
war.

SL\ RULES FOR PREVENTING FIRES IN THE MTS. 

1. Matches—Be sine your match is out before you throw it 
away. Matches whose heads glow after the llame is out 
are dangerous. 

2. Tobacco—Throw pijie ashes, and cigar or cigarette stumps 
in the dust of tlie load, and stamp or pinch out tlie lire 
before leaving them. Don’t tlirow tlieni into brush, 
leaves or needles. 

Making Camp—Build a small camp lire. Build it in Uie 
open, not against a tiee or log, nor within tifteon feet of 
standing brush. Scrape away the trash from all around 

it. 

4. Leaving Camp—Never leave a camp fire, even for a short 
time, without quencliing it with water and then covering 
it with earth. 

;’). Honiires—Bonfires are not permitted on the Angelus 
National Forest. 

6 . Fighting Fires—If you tind a fire, try to put it out. If 
you can’t, get word to the nearest U. S. P'ore 
or State P'ire Warden at once. Keep in 
rangers.
